MONG thofe Inclinations: which are 
common to all Men, there is none more,

at Home, acquire a Behaviour which makes it as a- 

grecable to all the reft.of the World, as that of 

every one elfe of their Family is to each other. I 

fell into this Way of Thinking: from. an Intimaey 

which I have with a very good Houfe in our 

Neighbourhood, where there are Three Daugh- 

ters of a very different Character and Gentus. 

The eldeit has a great deal of Wit and Cunning; 

the Second has good Senfe, but no Artifice; the 

Third has muciy Vivacity, but little Underttanding, 

The Firit is a fine, but {cofnful Woman ; the Se- 

cond is not charming, but very winning ; the Third 

no Way commendable, but very deéfirable. The 
father of thefe youlg Creatures was ever a great 

retender to Wit, the Mother a Woman of as 
much:Coquetry.. This Turn in the Parents has bi- 
afled their Affections towards their.Children, The 


old Man fuppofes the eldeft of his own Genius, . 


and the Mother looks upon the younge(t as her felt 
renewed. By this Means, all the Lovers that ap- 
proach the Houfe are‘difcarded by the Father. for 
not obferving Mrs, Mary's Wit and Beauty, and 
by the Mother for being blind to the Mien and 
Air of Mrs, Biddy: Come never fo many Preten- 
ders, they are not fufpected to have the leaft 
Thoughts of Mrs. Betty, the middle Daughter. Berty 
therefore is mortified into a Woman of a great deal 
of Merit, and knows the mu(t depend on that only 
for her Advancement. The imiddlemoft is thus the 
Favourite of all her Acquaintance as well as mine, 
while the other Two carry a certain Infolence about 
them in all Converfations, and expect the Partia- 
lity which they meg with at Home to attend them 


wherever they appear. So little do Parents under- 
ftand that they are of all People the leaft Judges of 
their Children’s Merit, that what they reckon fuch 
is feldom any Thing elfe but a Repetitition of their © 
own Faults and Infirmitics. 

There is, methinks, fome Excufe for being particu- 
lar when one of the Offspring has any Defect in 
Nature. In this Cafe the Child, if we may fo 
{peak, is fo much the longer the Child of its Pa- 
rents, and calls for the Continuance of their Care 
and Indulgence from the Slownefs of its Capacity, 
or the Weaknefs of its Body. But there is no in- 
during to fee Men cnamoured only at the Sight of 
their. own Impertinencies repeated, and to obferve, 
as we may fometimes, that they have a fecret Dif- 
like of their Children for a Degeneracy from their 
very Crimes. Commend me to Lady Goodly ; the is 
equal to all her own Children, but prefers them to 
thofe of all the World befide. My Lady is a per- 
fect Hen in the Care of her Brood; the fights and 
{quabbles with all that appear where they come, 
but is wholly unbiaffed in difpenfing her Favours a- 
mong them. It is no finall Pains fhe is at to de- 
fame all the young Women in her Neighbourhood 
by Vifits, Whitpers, Intimations, and Hearfays ; 
all which the ends with thanking Heaven, that no 
one living is fo blefled with fuch obedient and 
well inclined Children as her felf. Perhaps, fays 
fhe, Betty cannot dance like Mrs. Frontinett, and it 
is no great Matter whether the does or not ; but fhe 
comes into a Room with a good Grace; tho’ the 
fays it, that fhould not, fhe looks like a Gentlewo- 
man, - Then if Mrs. Rebecca is not fo talkative as 
the mighty Wit Mrs. Clapper, yet the is difcreet, fhe 
knows better what fhe fays when the does fpeak. 
If her. Wit be flow, her Tongue never runs before 
it. This kind Parent lifts up her Eyes and Hands 
in Congratulatiap of her own good Fortune, and 
1s malicroufly thankful that none of her Girls are 
like any of her Neighbours: But this Preference 
of her own to all others, is grounded upon an 
Impulfe of Nature; while thofe who like one be- 
fore another of their own, are fo unpardonably un- 
juft, that it could hardly be equalled in the Chil- 
dren, tho’ they preferred ali the rett of the World 
to fuch Parents. It is no unpleafant Entertain- 
ment to fee a Ball at a Dancing-School, and ob- 
ferve the Joy of Relations when the young Ones, 
for whom they are concerned, are in Motion, You

{ rcameinber among all my Actuaintance but-one 
Man whem { have thought to live with his Chil- 
dian with Equanimity and a good Grace. He had 
‘Place Sous and Oue Daughter, whom he bred with 
all the Caie imaginabie tna liberal and ingenuous 
Woy. T hove oiten heard him fay, He had the 

Veckreis to love one much better than the other, 
but thai I tock gs much Pats to correct that as 
any othr Criminal Paton that could arite in his 
Miid. His Method was to make it the only Pre- 
tention in his Children to his. Fivour to be kind to 
each other ; and he would tell them, That he who 
was the bet ! rother, he would reckon the beft Son. 
This turned their Thoughts into an Emul.tion for 
the Superiority in kind and tender Affection to- 
wards cach other. The Boys behaved themlelyes 
very early with a Manly Friendthip ; and their -Si-" 
fter, inftead of the grois Familisrties and imperti- 
nent Freedonis in Behaviour, utual in other Hou- 
fcs, was always treated by them with as much 
Complailarce a3 any other young Lady of their 
Acquaintance. It wag an untpcakable Pleafure to 
vifit or fit at a Meal in that Family. 1 have often 
ieen the old Man’s Heart flow at his Eyes with Joy’ 
upon Occaficns which would appear indifferent to 
{uch as were Sirangers to the Turn of his Mind ; 
but a very flight Accident, wherein he faw his 
Children’s Good-Will to cne another, created in 
him the Godlike Pleafure of loving them, becaufe 
they loved each other. This great Command of 
himfe!f, in hiding his firlt Impulfe to Partiality, at 
livt improved to a {tcady Juttice towards them ; 
and that which at firft was but an Expedient to cor- 
rcét his Weaknefs, was aiterwards the Meafure of 
his Virtue. a 

The Truth of it is, thofe Parents who are inte- 
relted in the Care of one Child more than that of 
another, no longer delerve the Name of Parents, 
but are in Effect as childtth as their Children, in 
having fuch unreafonable and ungoverned Inclina- 
tions. A Father of this Sort has degraded himfelf 
into one of his own Offspring; for: none buta 
Child would take Part in the Paifions of Chil- 
dren.
